SEEK SESQUI SINGERS 

• Despite an almost unprecedented 
record of illness among its active 
members, which threatened for a 
time to disrupt the organization, the 
Main Line Choral has persevered in 
its work and is now concentrating 
on the preparation of its first spring 
concert of the 1925-26 season, 
which will be given on Tuesday 
evening, April 13, at a place to be 
announced later. In addition to this 
concert, the choral is planning an- 
other to be given somewhat later in 
the year as the final concert of its 
second season. 

Formed largely from members of 
the Narberth Choral Society, the 
Main Line body depends on the bor- 
ough for much of its support. 

Residents of Main Line communi- 
ties who have had the opportunity 
of hearing the choral in its former 
appearances will recall the high or- 
der of musical ability that has been 
disclosed on each occasion. The 
largest part of the work of the or- 
ganization is devoted to the perfec- 
tion of a capella, or unaccompanied, 
numbers, in which the full value of 
the harmonic qualities of the music, 
as well as of the tone qualities of 
the voices, is carried to the listener. 
Work of this nature requires in- 
finitely more care in preparation, in- 
asmuch as the absence of any in- 
strumental accompaniment makes 
possible the detection of faulty 
pitch, ragged attacks and releases 
and other errors which would other- 
wise not be observed. It is the con- 
stant ambition of Director Bentz 
and the members of the choral to 
bring its productions up to the high- 
est possible standard. 
-■»- ■■-The" choral "active membership" has 
been limited to 45 voices during the 
current season, and with the excep- 
tion of the tenor parts the desired 
balance seems to be well establish- 
ed. The choral would welcome ap- 
plications from tenors who desire 
to participate in work of this nature, 
and communciations should be ad- 
dressed to Miss Mary S. Camp- 
bell, secretary, No. 234 East Mont- 
gomery avenue, Ardmore, Pa. Ap- 
plications from sopranos, altos and 
basses will be considered in the or- 
der in which they are received. 

A number of the members of the 
choral will participate in the massed 
choruses of the Sesquicentennial 
Exposition in Philadelphia. Direc- 
tor Bentz is an active member of the 
general music committee for the 
Sesqui. In this connection, the 
membership limit will be disregard- 
ed, and a cordial invitation is ex- 
tended to all Main Line singers to 
join in the Sesquicentennial work, 
under the auspices of the choral.

MERION TITLE TO OPEN NEW NARBERTH 

OFFICE BUILDING NEXT SATURDAY 



Handsome Structure at Narberth and Haverford Avenues the 
Last Word in Convenience and Utility. 



The Merion Title and Trust Com, 
pany on Saturday, February 27, will 
open their new Narberth office. The 
building, which has been in the 
course of erection for the past year, 
constitutes a notable addition to 
Narberth architecture. The Colonial 
design of the exterior is carried out 
in full detail — antique brick with 
carved stone trimmings. 

The interior is finished in walnut 
and cream, the whole being lighted 
by a concealed light arrangement 
which diffuses a soft glow to every 
corner of the building. Upon enter- 
ing through the revolving door one 
is ushered into the main lobby with 
the tellers' windows running down 
the left and right-hand sides of the 
corridor, while the modern safe 
deposit vault is immediately in the 
rear of the lobby. 

To the right of the entrance is 
the manager's office in which Mr. 
William H. Eowler will hold forth 
and greet the many patrons of the 
institution. To the left of the en- 
trance is the ladies' rest and retiring 
room. Its appointments are beauti- 
fully carried out and provide a 
comfortable rest room for women 
when down toAvn shopping. 
A telephone has been installed there 
for the convenience of women 
patrons ; for it is the bank's wish 
that they will make this room their 
stopping place while in town and 
make themselves wholly at home. 

The floors of the lobby are of 
marble block and all of the wood- 
work and paneling is walnut, creat- 
ing a very dignified atmosphere. 

The vault is of the most modern 
construction and is equipped with 



the Duplex Burglar Alarm System, 
which means that the walls, ceiling 
and floor, as well as the door of 
the vault are entirely covered with 
electric wires and the slightest touch 
of these wires will set og the burglar 
alarm. Large silver storage vaults 
are built in the basement for the 
storage of bulky valuables. 

Safe deposit boxes are installed 
in the vault to meet the needs of the 
community, and the company hopes 
that everyone having valuables of 
any nature whotsoever will avail 
himself of the safe deposit boxes 
which may be rented at a nominal 
yearly charge. At the right of the 
vault a commodious coupon room 
is built, large enough to permit all 
customers of the company to enter 
their safe deposit boxes and ex- 
amine the contents thereof in abso- 
lute privacy. 

Above the entrance is a large 
space that will be used for commit- 
tee meetings and any other meet- 
ings of a public or semi-public 
nature. 

The Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany has given to this community a 
banking building which is certainly 
one of the most beautiful that it is 
possible to erect, and are quite con- 
fident that there is not another bank- 
ing institution of its size in the en- 
tire country that has a more com- 
plete and beautiful home than the 
Narberth office.

ADDITION TO HIGH SCHOOL 

TO COST ,$325J97 ? 

Narberth Students Will Benefit by 
L. M. Enlargement. 

Contracts totaling $325,797 for 
an addition to the senior high school 
in Ardmore were awarded Monday 
by the Lower Merion School Board. 
The letting of the contracts was au- 
thorized a month ago by the board. 

The bids were opened in the office 
of Secretary William J. Byrnes. 
Wills, Bill & Company, of Philadel- 
phia, submitted the lowest bid for 
the construction work. Their fig- 
ures were $274,724. 

The other successful bidders 
were N. Connelly, $27,107, for heat- 
ing and ventilation work ; Bullman 
Brothers, $11,166, for plumbing 
and United Electrical and Construc- 
tion Company, $i2,Soo, for the elec- 
trical work. 

The addition will take the form 
of two wings on either side of the 
present building. There will be 16 
new class rooms, a cafeteria and a 
new gymnasium. Work is to begin 
as soon as the weather permits. 

The contracts stipulate that there 
is to be no interference with regular 
class work. Connections between 
the new wings and the old building 
will be made during the summer va- 
cation when there are no classes. 
The east wing, which is to house the 
new cafeteria, is to be ready by the 
opening of school in September. 

The addition will provide for 
600 more pupils and will double the 
capacity of the high school. The 
new gymnasium will be given over 
to the boys. The present gym will 
then be turned over to the girls.

Miss Jesso has appeared in opera 
in San Diego, Calif., and was solo- 
ist last year for the Music Festival 
in Washington, D. C. She is at 
present studying with Vitoric 
Giannini in New York. 

Adolph Vogel, conductor, has ar- 
ranged an attractive program of 
works by Rachmaninoff, Wallace, 
Mendelssohn, etc. Miss Jesso will 
sing one aria with the orchestra and 
a group of solos in the second part 
of the program. The orchestra will 
play Wagner's "Dreams," in mem- 
ory of Augustus J. Loos, vice presi- 
dent of the Orchestra Association, 
who died last week. 



The_ Narberth Community Li- 
brary is planning now to move into 
its new quarters in the new Com- 
munity Building on the playground. 
The new structure is rapidly nearing 
completion and will in all probabil- 
ity be ready for occupancy not later 
than the end of April. 

But, before the move can actually 
be made—in fact, before the Library 
Association can even complete its 
plans for the transfer— a fund of 
$1000 must be raised to provide the 
required equipment for the new li- 
brary. By equipment is meant only 
the necessary shelving, desks, tables, 
etc., required to make the new li- 
brary quarters a practical, working 
institution. Unfortunately the origi- 
nal fund which made possible the 
construction of the building made 
no provision for the library equip- 
ment. 

Thus the work of raising the 
money necessary to provide this 
equipment has devolved upon the 
Community Library Association, 
the organization of citizens which 
now has complete control and man- 
agement of the library. 

Residents of Narberth and vicin- 
ity are, therefore, being asked to 
contribute toward this $1000 fund, 
A number have already made gener- 
ous gifts, which at the time of writ- 
ing total $545. But there still re- 
main approximately $500 to be 
raised. As soon as the contribu- 
tions reach- $1000 the library will 
know exactly where it stands, and 
will then be in a sound position to 
proceed with all the necessary plans 
for moving into the new building. 
But until the $1000 is assured, the 
library finds itself in a somewhat 
embarrassing position of "betwix 
and between." It is a thoroughgo- 
ing community institution, self-sus- 
.taining so far as the buying of new 
books and running expenses are 
concerned, and is rendering to the 
people of Narberth and vicinity a 
service that is widening its scope 
and becoming more helpful every 
day, especially to school children 
and college students. Very shortly 
the new Community Building will 
have been completed and the library 
quarters in the centre of the build- 
ing will be ready for occupancy. 

In the meanwhile a number of 
Narberth citizens have said in the 
most emphatic way that the library 
shall have the new equipment neces- 
sary and have it at the earliest pos- 
sible date so that the moving into 
the new and more ample quarters 
shall not be delayed after the Com- 
munity Building is finished. These 
citizens and their contributions fol- 
low :

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A. J. LOOS:AN APPRECIATION 

Mr. Loos was the chief architect 
of Narberth's moral and intellec- 
tual structure. He came on the 
scene in the beginnings of the bor- 
ough, and the latter progressed very 
largely according to his plans and 
specifications. It was a town of 
magnificent home gardening during 
world war scarcities because he was 
a sower who went out to sow; its 
people love music and have music 
because he loved music and had 
music; it is hospitable to art be- 
cause he ever had the artistic tem- 
perament; he was a pioneer in its 
splendid community spirit; the old 
Y. M. C. A. was a tragic failure 
only because the residents of the 
borough could never quite attain 
to his own municipal generosity 
and unselfishness, and in the ex- 
cellence of its schools and the fer- 
vor of its church life very much 
is due to him. All this is particu- 
larly true of the early days; of 
course, he gave way to other leaders 
as age crept on. 

The largeness of his contributions 
to the community life of Narberth 
has usually been missed because of 
the modesty of the man, but his 
own gentleness, which made him 
great, was a chief factor in making 
Narberth the really 7 unusual com- 
munity that it is. There is a com- 
munity centre, there is a Narberth 
Park, there is an "Our Town," 
there are a great many good things 
in Narberth because Augustus J. 
Loos lived in it. 

Friendship is one of the most 
priceless privileges on earth, and 
his was a rare friendship to possess. 
The 17-minute cameraderies on the 
Pennsy electric trains between Nar- 
berth and Broad street will always 
be prized memories of the one who 
is attempting this very inadequate 
tribute. It was during one of these 
that Mr. Loos drew aside the cur- 
tains which veiled his heart, and 
told the story of how he had fought 
his way past honest doubts into con- 
victions of spiritual verities. This 
and similar conversations were of 
course too sacred to unfold in de- 
tail, but one thing which he said 
might be mentioned as being per- 
haps helpful to other men similarly 
.situated. It was a sort of grand 
■follow-up of conversations, some 
personal, others public, to the extent 
of having taken place in the Men's 
Bible Class of the church which we 
both attended. The subject in mind 
is the efficacy of the atonement of 
Christ and of the statement that 
"there is none other name given un- 
der Heaven among men whereby we 
must be saved." Mr. Loos said 
something like this: "I know it is 
a low ground upon which to 
stand, and I trust that it is but the 
lowest plane upon which I stand 
and that I have attained to higher 
levels, but it is playing safe, it is 
taking no risk to say to ourselves 
that if this teaching is not true, 
nothing is lost; and if it is true, 
everything is gained." 

Mr. Loos was a constant atten- 
dant upon the Men's Bible Class in 
the Presbyterian Church, and his 
questions always kept the teaching 
upon a high level. The lesson could 
not be commonplace with him in the 
class. Naturally he had a logical 
mind, which was trained at Cor- 
'nell, and developed in New York 
journalism. He liked psychology 
and often introduced the subject 
into the lesson when it was appro- 
priate. One of the most interesting 
lessons we ever had was that in 
which his question drew out the 
fact that there is a very definite 
Bible psychology, which includes 
spirit, soul and body. The latter is 
that thing by which we sense things, 
the material universe; the soul is 
that by which we sense ourselves, 
and the spirit that by which we 
sense God. 

The incident was being related in 
class one day of a father who con- 
fessed that he believed one of his 



boys had been taken from earth to 
Heaven as a lesson in discipline for 
himself, the father, whereupon Mr. 
Loos remarked: "Don't you think 
God was pretty hard upon the lad ?" 
God was — and that was the tragedy 
of the whole thing, though the com- 
pensation for the dead boy was 
brought out in the discussion, for 
if St. Paul's teaching be true, "to 
die is gain." It was further devel- 
oped in that lesson that the state- 
ment "precious in the sight of the 
Lord is the death of his saints," 
has been translated by a great scho- 
lar, "Costly in the eyes of Jehovah 
is death to his men of kindness," 
the meaning of which seemed to be 
that it was at a terrible cost to 
the Creator and Eternal King that 
depriving of earth of a choice hu- 
man life that might bless it as a 
Thomas Edison or an Abraham 
Lincoln or a David Livingstone, and 
all that deprivation in order to dis- 
cipline a member of the family of 
God, in this instance that earthly 
parent who was missing the mark 
through disobedience and sin. Mr. 
Loos never did seem to be thor- 
oughly converted to this view of the 
matter; his great heart of sympathy 
lined up alongside of that little lad 
cheated by sin out of his human 
chances. The jury of readers can 
take the case. 

Mr. Loos gave liberally both to 
the community and to the church 
of the material stores with which 
God had blessed him, but the best 
of it was that he "first gave his own 
self" but almost always in a modest 
way. His violin was an appreciated 
part of the Sunday school orchestra, 
and he spent his life in Narberth 
as one of the trustees of his church. 
With the same genius which made 
his own business a success, he in- 
variably saw the finances of the 
struggling little church through in 
its beginnings, and even well on its 
later years, and until the very end 
of his life he was an indispensable 
counselor there. He was even inter- 
ested in the improvements which 
have largely made over the old 
church into a new one, and it was 
possible to make these attractive 
additions because of what he had so 
largely done in the past to make the 
old church what it was. 

There used to stand in front of 
the old church a sturdy poplar 
whose emerald foliage tempered the 
sunshine that filtered through the 
stained glass windows into the sa- 
cred edifice, or shaded the laughing 
children as they filed down the steps. 
But the splendid tree fell before the 
ax. Its top had often been bent 
before the storms of winter, but it 
never succumbed except to the ax 
which got it out of the way of the 
new architecture. When the old 
structure was swallowed up in the 
new, the old tree went with it. In 
the passing of Mr. Loos there seems 
to be a sort of sad harmony, a pa- 
thetic appropriateness with the fall 
of the aged poplar. The grand old 
tree and the grander old man have 
kept step with the exit of the old 
church. Good by — all three.

ASK CO-OPERATION 

In Campaign Against Tent Cater- 
pillar — Association Active. 
A campaign against the tent cater- 
pillar is now being waged by the 
Main Line Citizens' Association. 
Literature urging co-operation in its 
destruction was distributed this 
week. 

"The eggs of the tent caterpillar 
are laid on the smaller twigs of the 
apple and wild cherry and other 
trees, in masses a half inch in length 
and about one-sixteenth of an inch 
thick," says the circular. The eggs 
are inclosed in a gelatinous-like ma- 
terial which has a shining metallic 
lustre. Most of the egg masses will 
be found on wild cherry, and once 
they are recognized and known it 
is easy to spy them. The masses 
should be cut off and burned, and 
if you have no use for the wild 
cherry bush that may also be de- 
stroyed. The eggs of the tent cater- 
pillar are hatching now, and will 
disclose the caterpillars in April 
or early May, and start to make the 
tents. Each egg mass destroyed be- 
fore hatching period in the spring 
will mean the destruction of 300 
caterpillars. 

"An immense amount of good 
may be accomplished in the winter 
time by collecting the egg-masses. 
This is infinitely more effective than 
spraying, and costs nothing, besides 
affording valuable exercise in the 
open."

Mrs. J. Samuel Stephenson, of 
115 City Line, Bala, died in the 
Hahnemann Hospital Wednesday 
night after an operation performed 
Tuesday.

Mrs. Stephenson was the only 
woman member of the Lower Mer- 
ion Board of Health, having been 
the first woman to hold that position 
in the township. 

She originated the plan for a 
building fund and memorial library 
for the Woman's Club and was 
largely instrumental in carrying the 
financial drive through to its suc- 
cessful conclusion. 
~ Mrs. Stephenson had resided at 
the City Line address nearly 20 
years. She was born in Philadel- 
phia, the daughter of Mr. and Mrs 
T S. Stevenson. She is survived 
by her husband, a wool merchant 
of Philadelphia; three children, 
Mrs. Henry Kelly, Jr., of Bala- 
Cynwyd; Mrs. Edward Legge, of

Citizens Summoned for Violations of 
Snow Shoveling Ordinance. 

About 12 citizens were summoned 
to Borough Hall on Monday eve- 
ning to answer before the Burgess 
to charges by the police that they 
had neglected to clean the snow off 
their sidewalks within the time limit 
or to the degree required by the 
snow-shoveling ordinance. Nearly 
all of them had an excuse of some 
kind, but as all manifestos a willing- 
ness to comply in the future, no 
fines were imposed. 

No one who had previously been 
summoned for the same offense had 
slipped again and been included in 
the present group of defendants. 
One warning, without a fine, has ap- 
parently been sufficient in the past 
and, as the purpose is to get the 
walks shoveled, rather than to col- 
lect fines, the hearing undoubtedly 
accomplished the desired end. 

The attitude of nearly all of the 
defendant citizens was one of help- 
ful understanding and approval of 
the effort of the borough authorities 
to enforce the ordinances. One 
man, admitting his fault, said: "I 
am entirely willing to pay a fine." 
There was one, who by past experi- 
ence might have been expected most 
to understand and approve the con- 
scientious efforts of the borough 
authorities to enforce the ordinance. 
He was indignant because he had 
been summoned and said he thought 
it was "pretty small potatoes." 
Burgess Frye quite properly and 
emphatically resented, for himself 
officially and fcr the policeman, such 
an attitude and expression and a 
fine seemed to be impending in that 
case. The "leading citizen" soon 
saw his error, apologized and the in- 
cident was closed. 

The Burgess pointed out to all 
present that the era of the snow 
plow is ended ; that on the whole the 
walks of Narberth have been better 
cleaned this year than ever before, 
because shoveling is more efficient 
than plowing and that, while lenien- 
cy was his rule and practice, a com- 
plete list of all summonses would be 
kept and a fine and full costs would 
be imposed on all second offenders. 

The ordinance requires that the 
walks shall be cleaned to the full 
width of the pavement within 24 
hours after the. end of a snow 
storm. 

Citizen Objects. 

In this connection the editor re- 
ceived this week a letter, expressing 
one opinion on the new plowing pol- 
icy. As it came from one of the 
borough's oldest and most loyal cit- 
izens, it is prowated from the "let- 
ters" column : 

"I think the borough had better 
buy a new horse and let the old 
plow do the first work on our side- 
walks. Left to individual effort the 
work is only half clone — a mere 
cowpath being cleaned. Then the 
use of the big plow in the street only 
piles the snow in the gutter on to 
the curbs, making it almost impos- 
sible to cross the streets. Please, 
Mr. Road Master, just clean the 
crossings and restore the sidewalk 
plow, and we pedestrians will thank 
you. Automobiles can level the 
mid-road soon enough."
